With fegard to the first passage, in this sentence, 
believing as we do in the most ieious effects of the 
excessive use of ardent spirits, upon man in every re- 
lation of life, we have nothing to object. We most 
sincerely deplore the existence of such a nuisance in 
society ; but the unlimited license system presented 
by the Grand Jury of Suffolk is in factan attack upon 
the Legislature who passed the law taking away au 
previously existing restraints upon its universality.— 
It is public opinion expressed through the representa- 
tives of the General Court which sanctioned the new 
license law, and public opinion only can put it down. 
The Grand Jury, speaking as the organs of the Com- 
monwealth, could hardly indict the Legislature for the 
nuisanee which they now present, and require to be 
abated ! 
An assertion is made by the Grand Jury, which is 
wholly unwarrantable and has no foundation of truth 
to rest upon, namely, that many persons in this city, 
‘6 get all law at defiance and retail liquors without a li- 
cense.” We have good reasons for believing this to 
he a mis-statement of the existing facts. But if they 
exist and are known to the “ grand inquest for the 
county of Suffolk,” we would enquire, how many bills 
of indictment have been preferred by that body for this 
offence during the last ntne months,the period of their 
official existence ? This was their imperative duty un- 
der the law—which they were sworn, by oath, to see 
duly executed. We have understood, that no bill of 
indictment, for such an offence, has ever been found. 
originating in any information given by anv Juror, or 
discovered by the Grand Jury. The reason is that 
few such cases have existed ; if the Jury knew them 
let them point them out. But if they were not ac- 
quainted with the instances of the gross violations of 
law, stated by them, then it wasa grosser violation of 
truth to make the assertion. Another false impression 
to be taken from this presentment of the Grand Jury 
is that “ foreigners keep a great number of victualling 
houses, rooms and cellars now in operation.”’ No in- 
sinuation, statement or assertion can be more wnjusti. 
fiable. There is not a single foreigner licensed in the 
city of Boston. 
A naturalized citizen may be licensed—and so may 
a native,—but an invariable rule adopted by the Bourd 
of Aldermen is that no alien can be licensed, and appii- 
cations, froin persons of that description have been re- 
peatedly refused. The loose and undigested state- 
ments, of this Grand Jury, indicate great precipitan- 
cy and errors in point of fact, nearly though not quite 
as remarkable as the ignorance they betray of their 
own mother longue

founded on a palpable misunderstanding of the license 
law, and its practical effects. Let any citizen look at

We may perhaps dis- 
agree with our cotemporaries when we declare our 
opinion that Mr Forrest's Macbeth was an entire fail- 
ure. Indeed we do not recollect to have observed 
such an abortive attempt at good acting in every scene 
we witnessed. This gentleman when he first appear- 
ed asa leading actor, on the American beards, was 
supposed to have derived a large part of the credit he 
obtained from an imitation of the style and manner of 
Kean. We do not mean to imply, by this remark, a 
servile or minute mimicry of that great performer, in 
particular passages—but only such a general imitation 
of his peculiar habits of action and tone of delivery as 
called him to mind in a manner too apparent to be 
mistaken. We perceived the same abrupt transitions 


Hof voice, springing immediately from a slow and mod- 


erate, to a forced rapidity of enunciation—the same 
harsh or grating tone changed suddenly to an artifi- 
cial sweetness of voice—the same mouthing in pro- 
nouncing some words followed by a marked emphasis 
on others, heretofore considered of no striking signifi- 
cancy—the same exaggerations of action and strain- 
ing to produce physical effects. Under Kean’s artful 
management, these singularities became significant 
and contributed to sustain his reputation for original 
genius in acting—but as exhibited by Mr Forrest they 
only display the eccentricities of an intellect very lit- 
tle cultivated, and “are like lamps of marl upon a bar- 
ren soil, encumbering what they bave not the power 
to fertilize.” We notice these defects at the present 
time because we never saw them so obviously appar- 
ent and unmeaning in their application as during the 
representation of Macbeth. . .

It would 
be invidious to point out individuals—but let any in- 
quirer think of the numerous wholesale and retail gro- 
cery establishments, wine merchants and the like in 
this city, where spirits are sold—and then let him ask 
himself if he can agree with the Grand Jury in assert- 
ing “that but few if any licenses should be granted.”’ 
Now such persons make up much the largest propor- 
tions of the aggregate number of licenses, about the 
enormity of which so much clamor has been raised. 


Anespurst or THe Decxiaration or Ricuts.— 
A constitutional question of the highest consequence 
to the existence of the religious institutions of the 
State, may be decided on Monday—and in the discus- 
sions relative to the Governor's election, it has been 
entirely overlooked or disregarded. We consider a 
just decision on this point, quite as important to the 
permanent public welfare as the issue of the State e- 
lections. An amendment to the 3d article of the De- 
claration of Rights in the Constitution is proposed 
—taking away the obligations of the citizens to support 
public teachers of piety, religion and morality, and the 
expenses of public worship. The convention of 1821, 
[was engaged in the discussion of varieus proposed a- 
mendments of the 3d article—and some of the most 
prominent debates in the proceedings of that distin- 
guished body related to that subject. The amendment 
offered by them to the people for adoption. was reject- 
ed—but it did not propose any thing like the sweep- 
ing repeal of the constitutional doctrine that all citi- 
zens shall contribute to support public worship. No 
tax can be more reasonable, to sustain the good order 
and efficiency of human society, 

We think every one who is desirous of sustaining 
reliigious instruction-in this Commonwealth shonid 


not hesitate to give to the proposed amendment of the 
Constitution a negative. 
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A suggestion is made in the Richmond Enquirer by 
a Correspondent, a friend to the U. S. Bank which 
deserves consideration.

Tumenston of Coxicai. Bopies. An inter- 
esting experiment was put in practice in this dock- 
yerd, (Devonport,) a short time since, to prove the 
fallacy ofthe naval doctrine, that a floating body, 
cbnically shaped, may be more easily immersed 
with the apex upwards than if it were reversed.— 
A new buoy, accurately shaped, which your read- 
ers know is formed like two hollow concs united at 
their base, was carefully marked round the centre 
and loaded with iron until it sunk to the middle ; it 
wae then taken up and weighed againet as much 
moré iron as would exactly balance it, and on be- 
ing put again into the water, itappeared that the 
. e of the iron weighed against it was required 
to immerse the other half of the buoy, which then 
floated with ite topjust above the water’s edge ; 
thus proving that precisely the same weight was| 
mecessary to immerse the upper part of the buoy or 
cone, with its apex upperinost, as that required to 
sink the lower half or cone in the inverted position.
